Prince Saud Al Faisal and conveyed a 
message from Ismail to King I^aled 
about bilateral relations and recent 
developments in the region. Prince Saud 
said his talks with Md^mmad covered 
ways <rf keeping the region free of foreigp 
influence and superpower rivalry, 

Ina press releaseat the end of the meet- 
ings, the two conntries reaffirmed their 
efwwmitment to the Baghdad and Tunis 
summit dedsions and sfressed the Decea- 
se to foster Anb.solidaxity to counter 
Zionist expansionism. They defined 
Palestinian ri^ts as self-determination

Aden. 

If Ismail accepts King Khaled* $ invita^ 
tion, he win be the second South Yemem 
head of state to visit the Kingdom 
that counties independence from Britain 
in 1967. Until 1976, there were no normal 
diplomatic relations between the two 


countries. British colonialism in South 
Yemen lasted nearly 130 years. 

South Yemen's late President Salem 
Rubaya Ali visited Saudi Arabia in 1977 
and heralded a period of closer relations. 
But he lost his life in a violent struggle for 
power during the next year in Aden, the 
capital. 

Saudi Arabia’s relations with South 
Yemen improved considerably after Alfs 
visit. The Kingdom extended an 
unspecified amount of finandai narigtann- 
toward building a housing estate in Aden. 

Relations suffered a setback after the 
war between South and North Yemen in 
1979 when South Yemeni troops pene- 
trated the southern region erf North 
Yemen. They were later withdrawn after 
intensive mediation efforts by the Arab 
League Council which met in Kuwait. Iraq 
played a leading rote in setting the dispute. 
BoA Yemen presidents met in Kuw^ 
and pledged to unify their countries as 
soon as possible.

The man. said to be a friend of Rifat 
Assad, younger brother of Syrian President 
Hafez ’ . Assad, who comma^ an elite pre- 
torian guard known as the 'defense com- 
panies’, is frying to buy American-built 
helicopters and transport aircrafL 

He is one of several merchants who have 
arrived in Iran looldfrg for bargains after the 
revolutica^ Government denounced the 
Shab’spoU^ofbeing’gendarme of the Gulf. 

He would like to buy four-engined C130 
Hercules military tranq>OTts for the Syrian 
Air Force whose transit squadrons are 
presently equipped with Russian-built 
Qyus^ 14s and Antanovs. 

It is understood that be also wants to pur- 
chase several hundred helicopters tiiat were 
being assembled in Iran by technicians of the 
Bell Helicopter Company. He hopes to re- 
sell them in the Gulf states and South 
America. 

Syria is almost entirely Soviet equippied 
althou^ tiiey have almost completed a deal 
with the West Germany company of 
Magirus-Oeutz for more than 40,000 army 
trucks and other militaiy vehides. In addi- 
tic». they are negotiating with a Frankfurt 
firm for the purcb^ of 300 Leopard tanks. 


ISLAMABAD. March 31 (AP) ^ Afghan 
freedom fighters said Monday they killed 75 
Afghan government troops in dashes at Saf 
and Rmdoab in tiie nortiiero province of 
Samangan. which borders the Soviet Union, 
the Paldsian lateroational News Agency 
reported 

Quoting information from Afghanistan. 
the_^eocy said the Muslims had captured 
and Roidoab. 

It said the fighters also claimed to have 
captured a large quantity of arms and 
ammunition, indudtiig anti-aircraft guns. 

The report said the Muslims attacked a 
Soviet post at Watapur near Jalalabad, in 
Nangaihar province near the Paldstani bor- 
der, killing IS Soviet troops, induding five 
officeis. 

The Muslims also said they bombed a 
Soviet transport bus on the highway near 
Jalalabad. "kiUittg all its occupants," the 


report added. 

Muslims attacked Jalalabad on Wednesday 
damaging buUdings and disrupting communi- 
cations. the Press Trust of India (PTI) 
reported Monday. 

The agency quoted an Indian traveler who 
□ew to New Delhi from Kabul ou Friday as 
saying several buildings were damaged and 
telephone lines broken during the attack. No 
further details were given. 

Hiere has been no confirmation of the 
attack from Kabul. 

PTI said the Indian, who did not want to be 
named, drove in an Afghan military-esootted 
convoy from Jalalabad to the Afghan capital, 
30 k.m. (80 miles) to the wesL 


Jalalabad, halfway between Kabul and 
Peshawar in Pakistan, has been a frequent 
target of attacks by insurgents battling 
against the pro-Soviet Afghan govemmenL

1 believe readers must be weary of the many 
write-ups on the need for public parks, gar- 
dens and cafes, to provide relief for the capi- 
taPs inhabitants. Summer is at the threshold, 
hut the municipality, as usual, has done 
nothing of the sort. 

Parks in Riyadh can be counted on fingers. 
Dammam on the Kingdom's eastern coast 
does not have a cornice, nor beadles and 
parks. Similarly Al-Kharj lacks swimming 
pools and promenades, and Ahsa remains 
without a plan to exploit its mountains. With 
the exception of its climate. Taif too is short 
of everything else. 

Summer after summer passes and we are 


still waiting for something. Although we 
heard a couple of years ago that die Munid- 
pality of Riyatft plans to buy some farms 
surrounding the capital with the aim of turn- 
ing them into public parks. The project has 
not surfaced yet. 

While Saudi businessmen and investors 
seem reluctant to embark on such projects, 
Fd suggest diat foreign companies be asked 
to undertake these projects. They may be 
given suitable lands for this purpose with the 
provision the projects will be turned over the 
-natives or the government at a later stage. 

I am convinced that many companies will 
rush to compete for such projects as prom- 
enades, luna parks and public gardens until 
the present Riyadh airport ground is turned 
into a public park, as has been envisaged.

Specialist warns against local fire hazards

JEDDAH. March 31 — Fires like the one 
that occurred in the port area could happen 
uguin since there is a lack of fire prsvention 
measures to unsure building safety, a fire pro- 
tection specialist said Monday. 

Karl H. Bohm. told AnUt News that die 
initial figures for damage caused during the 
port blaze will probably total around SR50 
million. 

He also said potential fires and property 
damage could be kept to a minimum through 
public education, safely practices in busines- 
ses and by installing sprinkler systems in 
buildings. 

“People are building a lot. but with the 
exception of government projects, they don't 
do anything for fire protection." he added. 

According to Bohm. community programs 
and public education could ensure that peo- 


ple know what to do in case of fire. Businesses 
could have pre-planned tasks so workers 
could respond to any emergency. 

In adefition, businesses could keep fire 
hoses in storage areas, whidi themselves 
would be locat^ next to fire hydrants. Cbm- 
panies should also keep fire extinguishers 
available, be said. 

"Most companies have- no firefi^ting 
equipment available, or if available it usually 
is not properly maintained. I have not seen 
one gas station yet that has a fire exting- 
uisher. Most people rely on the Gvil Defense 
to help them out," he added. 

But it usually t^es time for firefighters to 
reach the scene, and actions taken within the 
first five minutes after a &e starts are critical 
in saving the building, Bohm said. However, 
he said that one major way a business can 
reduce the risk of fire, or tot^ destruction if a 
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fire occurs, is to have a sprinkler system 

Sprinkler systems are triggered automati- 
cally by ehfaer heat or smoke. And tests show 
a qrstem will either drown the fire altogether 
or retard its advance until firefighters arrive. 

“A steel-frame building cannot stand cal- 
culated static forces at 550-degrees 
Fahrenheit. At this temperatures tiie buflding 
collapses, making it dangerous for fire fight- 
ers. U sprinkler systems d(»f t completely put 
a fire out, then it will keep the structure cool 
enough to let the firemen do their work 
safely." he said. 

However, he added that the best protec- 
tion is if people iriio are in charge of 
munidpalities aiid ministries think about fire 
protection when a building is to be erected. 
"In the Uiuted States and in Eurqie when 
someone erects storage ^>ace they must have 
fire prevention devices or they don’ t get per- 
mission to build.”

DiscusaoD centers on what to do after 
the U.S.-sponsored autonomy talks 
because Palesdnian and Jordanian offi- 
cials conader diem doomed to failure bar- 
ring a dramatic shift in U.S. policy before 
the May 26 deadline for their completion. 
This, they say, is next to impossible widi 
President Carter in the middle of an elec- 
tion campaign. 

SauA Arabia and Iraq, sharing this 
assessment, have been urging PLO leader 
Yasser Ara^ id work more dosely with 
Hussein, acomrdbig to reports from Pales- 
tinian and Jordanian sources. Hussein has 
from the b^mn^ of the autonomy 
negotiatioos predicted they would col- 
lapse and has tried to forge an Arab con- 
sensus on what to do next. 

In dus context, a well-informed Palesti- 
nian official said, a hi^level PLO team 
authorized. Hossein last week to tell 
American offidals during his upconung 
vbit to Washington that the PLO would 
coorider a joint Palestinian-Jordanian 
delation in whatever peace talks follow 
the current autonomy negotiations. 

Hussein is scheduled to see Carter in the 
White House at die end of ^lil or begin- 
niqg ol May, soon after the president con- 
fers with President Anwrar Sadat of Egypt 
and Prime Minister Menadem Begin of 
Israel in an effort to breathe new life into 
the autonomy talks. 

Ihe PLO team that visited Amman was 
headed by Farouk Kaddoumi, or Abu 
Lutf, bead of the PLO Political Depart- 
ment. He also intisted to Hussein that any 
agreement for a joint del^ation would 
have to be aoeompamed by an individual 
invitation to the PLO, the I^estinian offi- 
cial said. 

This would pose problems rimilar to 
diose that su rrounded efforts to organ^ a 
Geneva conference before Sadat’s trq> to 
Jerusalem in November 1 977 and the sub- 
sequent Camp David accords. But prior 
agreement to a jeunt delegation widi Jor- 


marks a softening of the PLO portion 
since then and demonstrates PLO willing-, 
ness to coordinate witii Hussein on what- 
ever the current talks lead to. 

Arafat still could run into opposition 
from less fiexible wings o( the.

The council meeting is expected to turn 
into a broad for Arafef s increasing 
reliance on diplomacy to advance the PLO 
cause. Some his own dosest aides, alcmg 
with leaders of hard^e commando 
groups, contest tiie wisdom of his new 
em(Aasis on moderate tactics. 

The Carter administratimi’s disavowal 
of its United Nations Securi^ Council 
vote against Israel marked a particular 
setback for Arafef s moderate ^O wing 
because, in Palestinian eyes, it demons* 
Crated that Washington is unable to stand 
up to pressure from Israel and its suppor- 
ters in the United States. 

Disappointment over the Security 
Council performance has to some extent 
been balanced-by gains in Europe. PLO 
moderates were particularly encouraged 
by the call for Palestinian self- 
determination and PLO participation in 
peace talks vcMced by President Giscard 
cf Estaing of France during his recent visit 
to Jordan and the GuUT. Alw recent 
entries in the plus column were the 
Austrian decision to grant qnasi- 
diplomatic status to the PLO rqiresenta- 
tive in Vienna and swift British and West 
German endorsement of the Frendi poa- 
tions. 

At the same time, however, the PLO 
leadership is aware that the key to ending 
the bCddle East standoff lies in the United 
States, the only country with genuine 
influence on Israel. 

Arafat has to pay close attention to 
Syria whidi exerdses strex^ influence 
over the commando movement through 
its peacekeeping troeps in Lebanon. 

^me Palestinian officials saw last 
weelfs announcement by Syria that its 
Golan border is (^en to commandos for 
raids on Israel as a maneuver directed 
against Arafaf s latest sign of cooperation 
with Jordan.

Goukounfs fighters were attacked by 
southern leader Abdelkader Wadal 
Kamougue, who has been trying to open 
up a second front in the eastern side of the 
capital. 

French sources believed Col. 
Kamougue was trying to help Goukouni in 
the hope of winning political advantage. 

The 10 days of fighting have left some 
1 ,000 dead and wounded. Tens of 
thousands of civilians have fled 
N'Djamena.cmssing the River Oiaii to 
seek sanctuary in nortbem Cameroun. 

France has sent medical supplies to help 
the stranded refugees and prorided one 
million francs ($ 23U.OUU) to enable the 
French embassy to buy rice locally to feed 
them. 


Iraq to foster foreign relations 


BAGHDAD, March 31 (R) — President 
Rartrfam Husseut has UFg^ hb countiys 
ambassadors abroad to concentrate on the 
development of Iraq’s relations widi other 
states, the Iraqi News Agency reported. 

It said the president was addressing Iraqi 
envoys who began a conference in Baghdad 
Satu^y.

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30 die in violence 
at Romero funeral 


SAN SALVADOR. El Salvador, March 
3 1-(R) — About 30 people were killed, some 
of diem trampled to death, i^4ien gunfire and 
bombs sent thousands of mourners Qeeiog for 
their lives at the funeral of murdered Arc- 
hbishop Oscar Amulfo Romero. 

The body of Romero, who was shot dead 
while celebrating mass last Monday, was 
about to be laid to rest in a crypt in San 
Salvadoi's cathedral Sunday when a series of 
cjcpiosions erupted in the cathedral square. 

A stampede ensued as an estimated 
300.000 people fought their way to safety 
along with church leaders from the Vatican, 
the United States. Europe and Latin 
America. 

The ruling civilian-militai^ junta blamed 
leftist militants for the shooting and said they 
had planned to steal the archbishop's caskeL 

Several cars were burned and some shops 
looted before security forces established 
order. Early Monday troops patrolled the city 
in force. 

Ten months ago about 25 people were shot 


on the ste^ of the cathedral. Leftist militants 
and security forces accused eadi other of 
provoking the violence. 

A government statement said security 
forces could not have started Sunday’s shoot- 
ing because they were confined to barracks. It 
said the troops were only called out after the 
violence erupted. 

However, some troops were seen guardii^ 
the national palace and banks near the 
catiiedral. 

The gunfire and explosion broke out soon 
after a leftist-organized “mardi of mourn- 
ing” arrived at the cathedral square. Some 
eye-witnesses reported seeing leftists 
exchanging guofire with snipers. 

None of the foreign efaur^ dignitaries was 
believed injured in the shootings and the 
accompanying riot. All croudied behind the 
main ^ter of the cathedral. 

Romero was laid to rest with a brief prayer 
in a crypt at the cathedral during a lull in the 
shooting and before most of the church dig- 
nitaries were bundled off to safety in ambid- 
ances. 


Brigades threaten revenge 


GENOA. March 31 I R) — The Red 
Brigades Sunday night repeated defiant 
threats to revenge the killing of four of their 
comrades in a raid which police say may have 
wiped out their Genoa group. 

A leaflet marked with the brigades* five 
pointed star and found in this port city admit- 
ted that last Friday's police raid on a two- 
room hideout, believed to be their Genoa 
headquarters, was a major blow. 

The brigades used the victims* apparent 
Noms de guerre Roberto. Cecilia, Pasquale 


and Antonio ~ and said their deaths would 
not go unpunished. Italy’s most feared politi- 
cal extremists have already pl^ed to kill ten 
Carabinieri paia-military policemen for eadi 
of their dead comrades. 

The leaflet, which police are treating as 
authentic, added weight to daims that the 
highly active Genoa cell had been crudally 
damaged. 

“Roberto” and “Antonio*' were described 
in the leaflet as “members of the strategic 
direction of our organization.*'

LONDON. March 31 ( AP) — Too old, 
too ill, too fond of food and drink, too vain 
to wear their spectacles, sometimes over- 
drugged. 

Thaf s the verdict of a top British doctor 
on some of the world's recent statesmen, 
and he says that there are some still in 
office who should not be there. 

Political leaders should be made to quit 
at 65. just like ai^one else, argues Dr. 
Hugh L'Etang in a new bookcalledFittP 
Lead, published Monday by Hememan. 

The author edits a widely read medical 
monthly oiUed The Pracd&omer his latest 
di^nostic study hits at famous* men, 
Qiurdull. , Eden, Stalin, Macmillan, 
Roosevelt, who all clung to power when 
they were physically past it, he daims. 

L' Etang writes: “ Fm 62 and 1 know that 
Fm slowing down. I admit it, but politi- 
dans often do not seem to want to. 

“ Mr. Brezhnev is looking a bit doddery. 
There is a question of whether he has had 
a heart pacemaker fitted. 

“ Mr Sadat has had heart trouble. Mr. 
Begin has had heart trouble or a mild- 
stroke.** 


The autiior acknowlec^es tiiat Sir Wins- 
ton ChurduU became Britain's Worid 
War n prime minister v^en he was 65. 
However, the eminent surgeon. Lord 
Mocan, summoned to be Chuidiiirs med- 
ical adriser, recorded in a book about it all 
that he had a constant battle to keep the 
premier well enough to face the rigors of 
the task. 

In 1953 Churchill was helped to a 
cabinet meeting by an ofiBdal, who was 
confident that £e nunisters would realize 
that ChurdiiU had suffered a second 
stroke tiie previous eveniiig. They did not. 

Peibaps they were just relieved (hat the 
old prime minister was quieter than usual, 
comments L'Etang. 

Churdiill was then 79 and held onto the 
premiership for two more years. 

Fond of d rink- Churdiil] also loved a 
feast and ate salmon, steaks and diops for 
breakfast. By 1 p.m., when everybody else 
was anxious for lundi, Ohordiil] would 
still be arguing in cabinet and eventually 
getting h£ way by exhausting everyone 
else. 

Soviet dict^OT Jos^ S talin seemed able 
to out-diink any visiting politician. While 


his guests collapsed among broken glass 
on the Kremlin tables, a dieeiy S talin 
would call for yet another toast.

Contemporaries said it was one part 
wine from his native Georgia with two 
parts special vodka poured from his own 
decanter.

The Suez affair broke the 59-year-old 
Eden, v4io resigned early in 1957 in desp- 
erate ill-health, handing over to Harold 
MacmiDan. Eden died In 1977.

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FACING U.S. VETO 


Behind-the-sceoes negotiations in the United Nations, in 
preparation for the Security CouncQ meeting Monday during 
which the Palestine question comes up for debate, revolve 
around one theme: How to deal with the impasse which the 
certain American veto will create, once the Arab ride and its 
friends place before the Council their resolution whidh unam- 
biguously recognizes the political rights of the Palestinians as a 
people? 

Among the suggestions the Arab side received were some 
that thought a further postponement would be politic at the 
moment, if the Arabs were not to lose the good will of the 
European powers, who are said to be on the verge of launch- 
ing their own iiutiative on the issue. The Europeans seek a 
period of waiting, until at least after the Washington meetings 
between Carter, Begin and Sadat. 

The Arab side, however, is in favor of taking a strong stand 
in the Security Council meeting. The international climate is 
favorable, and the Arabs see no sense in wasting more time 
without anything tangible being offered in return. But to face 
the Council with a clear-cut choice at this stage is to spark an 
American veto. And here, a way out is being studied, whidi 
might force the issue whatever the Americans might do. 

It is little recognized that a veto from a permanent member 
of the Security Council is not necessarily the last word on the 
given issue. 

A prindple established in the United Nations during the 
Korean crisis — moved, ironically, by the United States to 
circumvent a Soviet veto — empowers nine members of the 
Security Council to refer a matter blocked by a veto in the 
Council to the General Assen^ly, which can then, by a major- 
i^, pass a recommendation which the United Nations can 
enforce — by force of arms if necessary. 

The only proviso is that the nine members of the Council 
resorting to such a move — called “ uniting for peace” — must 
regard the issue at stake as one constituting a real threat to 
world peace. The Arabs can both muster the necessary nine 
votes and convince the rest of the U.N. membership — or its 
vast majority — that the issue is a threat to international 
peace. In fact, to make the move itself successfully would be 
not an inconsiderable gain, implying a world recognition that 
the question of Palestine can no longer be treated as anything 
but what it really is: One of the few issues which could plunge 
the world in an economic or military catastrophe, or both. ’

U.S.-Soviet military balance: about equal

WASHINGTON — 


The periodic charge that the military balance has 
shifted or is about to shift across the board ia favor 
of the Soviet Uniem iswe^risameenough in the li^t 
of the Soviet Union’s ugly military adventure in 
Afghamstan. It is even more iworrisome when cou- 
pled with the diaige that the overall balance cannot 
be restored until late in the new decade. 

Neither diarge. however, stands up under 
examination. 

While the facts do not suggest any grounds for 
complacency, they do tell us that if Americans pur- 
sue a sensible spending policy, emphasizing combat 
readiness, mobility and flexibility, there vriil be no 
“window” in the 19S0s through triiidi the Rusaans 
can vrith impunity reach for the “cookie jar.” Hie 
Russians must measure any local advantage tiiat 
they think they can gain against the overall United 
States-Soviet Union military balance. 

In the air. on the sea, and on the ground, Uiuied 
States and North Atlantic Trea^ Orgaiuzaticm 
forces outpoint the Warsaw Pact' S in quality where 
they do not actually outnumber them. Overall, con- 
sidering that there is a rough equivalence of the 
forces, factors sudi as training, tactics and readiness 
beonme decisive. . 

The Russiaos'nuraerical edge in combat airaaft is 
balanced by the U.S. qualitative superiority. They 
cannot match the F- IS in air corabot, nor do thQi 
have any plane comparable to the A-10, an 


armored close-support aircraft that can knock out 
tanks. The US.'s new F-16 fighter, which is very 
capable in both air-t(^air combat and ground su[V 
port, is now coming off the production line. In com- 
bat tactics and training, the U.S. has a si gnifican t 
margin. 

America’s naval forces remain superior to the 
Russians'. Over the last 15 years, the U.S. has 
launched more than twice the tonnage and more 
than 20 per cent the number of surface ships they 
have laundied. Only if one compares numbers of 
ships without regard to size or firepower do they 
loom as a serious threat. They outnumber the U.S. 
in pirticular types — for example, anaclr sub- 
marines — since they, as primarily a land power, see 
the destruction of American shipping as a primary 
missioD. The Soviet Union is indeed building a 
blue-water navy, but that navy is still the stepchild 
of Its military establishment whereas America's 
commands one-third of the entire defease budget 
and substantially more than either the army or air 
- force. 

On the ground; NATO has almost as many men 
under arms as the opposing forces of the Soviet 
bloc. The Russians have more tanks than the U.S. 
does, but tilts is at least partly offset by NATO’s 
planes and antitank weapoiu. Further, the U.S. 
Army started last year the biggest modernization 
program in its history, and NATO has begun an 
ambitious modernization program of its own. 

Given its general qualitative superiority, if it 
diooses to increase quantities of particular 


weapons, the U.S. does not need to await the 
develc^ment of new systems, with resulting delays 
into the late 1980s. but often can reopen, continue 
or accelerate existing production fines. 

Nor should the Soviet military performance in the 
invasion of Afghanistan give America pause about 
its relative militaiy capabilities. If the Russians 
could not move 100,000 men across their own bor- 
ders — most of them on erisiin g highways — after 
months of preparation, th^ ou^t to turn in their 
uniforins. 

The central issue remains one of combat readi- 
ness, (fistorians generally agree that at the outset of 
World War 1, the Germans did not have mote tanfcc 
or men than Ae Allies, but those they h.»>H were fully 
oombat-reaefy. The Pentagem's emphasis on elabc^ 
rate weapons systems has tended to keep training 
and readiness activities on short rations. Unrealistic 
comparisons of weapons strengths divert military 
spetiding from less ^amorous but more 
purposes. 

Ihete are a number of unsettled issues jo compar- 
ing U.S. and Soviet militaiy strength, from the ques- 
tion of theoretical vulnerability of /America's 
Minuteman land-based missiles to the utility of the- 
ater nuclear weapons in the Eun^ao theater to the 
combat-ready capability of tbe U.S. existing forces. 

But pcx>r- mouthing U.S. military strength only 
tends to promote unnecessary inflation of the U.S. 
defrnse budget — and dangerous inflation of Soviet 
estimates of their own capacity for mischief.

Japanese fishermen trade in secrets

TOKYO — 

Japanese fisfaennen in waters dose to Soviet-held 
territory have been setting their nets for secrets — 
both Japanese and Russian. 

“ We cannot say ivhidi side all of them are on.” 
acknowledged a Japanese National Police Agen^ 
offidal here, amid revelations of what most people 
in the port of Nemuro, on the northeastern coast of 
Hokkaido. Japan's northern island, had come to 
regard as common knowledge — the swapping of 
information and “gifts” for “licences'’ to fish in 
Soviet waters. 

The story emerged when a J^mnese provindal 
offidal committed suidde during an investigation 
into an allegation that he had passed on information 
about Japanese rightists for the fishermen to give to 
the Russians. 

Police arrested the oioe-man crew of a fishing 
boat but held only three — and they have been 
released while awaiting trial on charges merely of 
violating customs regulations. . 

They are said to have peddled typewriters to 
Russian officials stationed on one of four small 
former Japanese islands overrun by Soviet troops at 
the end ed World War II but daimed ever since by 
Japan. The islands, two within sight of Nemuro 
harbor, are a constant cause of dispute between 


Japanese and Serviet leaders. 

Japanese are usually intensely patriotic, but the 
sldppeis and crews of some 80 ves^ opetating out 
of Nemuro have come to adopt a much more prag- 
matic view in the daily struggle for survival. 

According to reports here, the fsbermen have for 
years been plying die Russians with gifts ranging 
from bottles of liquor to aJl-nigfat orgies. 

The authorities in Nemuro were willing to winkat 
such goings-m until word ^read that some of the 
fishermen ^re also selling information on topics 
ranging from Japanese politics to the movement of 
troops on Hokkaido, where Japan keeps the best of 
its inftmtry. armor and air force for drfense against 
the Russians. 


strait from Nemuro. The fishermen’s descriptions 
of the ^es of planes are believed to have given 
Japanese police and military their first insight into 
tile dimenaoos of the strip, lengthened to handle 
large cargo planes as well as jet fighters. 


“It is an open secret in Nemuro that the Japanese 
authorities are utilizing the fishermen abo^ the 
spy ships who are agents for the Soviet Coast 
Guard,” reported Mmmeki ShinAan, one of 
Japan's major national dailies. “The spy ships are 
able to enter Anama Bay freely and supply detailed 
information.” 


Japanese sources say some of tire fishermen were 
really operating as double agents, passing along 
information already generally known,. while return- 
ing with news about the movement of Russian ves- 
sels. 


Fisbenneo are credited, for instance, with having 
provided the first reports that Soviet transport ships 
were calling regularly at Anama Bay on Shikotan 
Island and that Russian engineeis were buflding 
hu^ tent-shaped barracks for troops. 

Similariy. sources here believe fishermen have 
reported regularly on air traffic at a new landing 
strip on Kunashiri Island, across a two-nule-wide 


The fact that some of the fishermen were double 
a^nls may help to explain why police and pro- 
secutors have not moved in swiftiy — and v/by the 
three arrested fishermen Yirere barged only witii 
cwtfoiDs violations. J^an does not have a law 
against espionage, but authorities could have 
accused diem of leaking state secrets, the charge 
against a retired general and two junior army offi& 
ers accused of having passed on information to 
Soviet military attaches in Tokyo. 

NonetfaeJess. police are convinced rh*t not all the 
fidiennen were serving Japan's natio nal interests. 
“Many were spying for Russia for econonuc 
reas(His. The creed of Ic^ralty is not defined so easily 
when economic interests are at stake,” said one 
investigator.

LONDON -A call for an Arab historical 
academy covering all aspects of the history 
and prehistory of the Middle East to be based 
in Jordan, was made by Crown Prince Hassan 
of Jordan this week. 

Sudi an institution would eliminate the 
present duplicatiou of researdi work and 
resources in the Arab countries, he said, but 
more important it would enhance objective 
sdiolarship of the entire area. 

Cromi Prince Hassan was speaking as host 
to the inaugural session of the Hrst Interna- 
tional Coherence of the History and 
Archaeology of Jordan. Twenhundred- 
twen^-flve arefaaeoio^ts and historians 
from 25 countries had gathered for the five 
day conference in Oxford. 

Appealing to his guests for broader coop- 
eration between sdiolars researching in the 
Nflddle East, be said, “We must make these 
arcfaeologica] aduevements human. We are 
good at desoribing in the Arab World, but 
pom* at analysis. For this we need your help.” 

By his account, a day later the response 
from academics at the conference to the idea 
of a centra] Arab academy had been excel- 
lent. 

Although other Arab governments have 
not yet given their approval to the scheme, “ I 
see no reasons why other countries should 
disagree,” he told Arab News. “It is time 
countries dovetafled their propozsals.” 

Other aspects of Jordanian archeology 
outlined by the Crown Prince in his opening 
address induded the shortage of finance for 
maintenance and restoration of such well- 
known sites as Jerash and Petra. “Unfortu- 
nately our intellectua] resources are not 
matted by our finandal resources.

He went on to argue that there is no evi- 
dence that Jordan's forest fli>or was ever 
more extensive than it is now. ,\t most, 
human activity has simply accelerated a nor- 
mal process of erosion. “Wltich means that 
the expensive conscrx'ation programs at work 
in Jordan are- tnisguided and even wasted.*' 
he said. “Putting the trees back isn't going to 
solve the problem. It will help, but it is not the 
panacea to Jordan's agricultural and 
economic problems."

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U.S. Steel suit worries 
EEC, Washington experts 


WASHINGTON, March 31 (WP) — 
Europe could be dealt a serious economic 
blow, with hard-to-predict political consequ- 
ences. as a result of U.S. SteeFs decision to 
file dumping complaints against seven Com- 
mon Market nations. 

That was the almost unanimous judgement 
of U.S. government offidals and private 
trade experts, assessing the potential impact 
of the steel corporation's decision and the 
parallel withdrawal — promised by the U.S. 
government — of the Steel “trigger-price 
mechanism.'' which was designed to help pro- 
tect U.S. procedures from the impact of 
low-priced steel in^orts. 

The dumping suits, which the Europeans 
had been trying to avert, will initially cause 
the affected companies to withdraw from the 
U.S. market at least temporarily, rather than 
risk the heavy penalties to which they would 
be subject if found to be dumping. 

“There could be a very serious confronta- 
tion between us and the Europeans," said 
Alan W'olff. a Washington attorney who was 
until recently deputy spedal trade represen- 
tative for the Carter administration.

IMF plans cure

^Jarvis W 
hits California 
after Prop. 13 


SAN FRANCSCO. March 31 (LAT) — 
A new tax rebellion in California poses a 
greater threat to die state's finances than 
even the direct predictions made about Prop- 
osition 13. the tax revolt whidi attracted 
intematimiai attention in 1978. 

The new referendum. Proposition 9 on the 
June 3 ballot, invites voters to approve a 
major diange in the state's tax structure 
whidi would cut personal payments by more 
than half and lop $5 billion off the state 
revenue. 

It has been attacked as a “welfare plan for 
the weal%," and will be likely to cause huge 
cuts in he^th. education and welfare expen- 
ditures. 

The measure is the inventiem of Howard 
Jarvis, the 77-year old right wing conserva- 
tive who launched Proposition 13 — which 
brought him a meeting with British Prime 
Ulster Margaret Thatdier idio is attracted 
to his ideas. The new initiative has been cal- 
led Jarvis 11 or “Jaws XT' by nervous state 
officials in Sacramento who fear it will bite 
deeply into dieir security, salwes .ind pen- 
sions. 

Unfortunately for Jarvis II opponents their 
prophecies of doom in die leader to Proposi- 
tion 13 have earned thema“cry wolf' repu- 
tation in tile minds of many voters who 
believe they were wroi^ about the 
threatened reduction in public services then, 
and are wrong again now. 

As state income tax in Qdifomia only goes 
up to 1 1 per cent of anyone’s taxable incomp, 
the amount involved can seem relatively 
small to the middle-class earner — but rep- 
resents a massive sum in state wide terms. 

It is true that Propoatian 13 whidi cut 
property taxes, or rates, by 57 per cent has 
not yet brought the worst of the threatened 
cuts in public services forecast by its oppo- 
nents. However, the state has come to the 
rescue of local authorities who lost a total of $ 
6 billion a year in revenue.

Iran set to take custody 
of U.S. embassy hostages 


TEHRAN. Mardi 31 (AP) — Iran’s ruling 
Revolutionary Council was reported Monday 
to have dedded to get the American hostages 
transferred to government custody and pre- 
sumably use force if the militants balk. The 
reported development followed U.S. Presi- 
; dent Jimmy Carter's message to Iran's preai- 
; dent 

The council decision was reported by the 
American Columbia BroadraMing System 
(CBS) news correspondent in Tehran, who 
quoted informed sources as saying it was 
reached Sund^ night by a vote of 7-6, with 
hardliners opposing those who favored any 
conciliatory gesture toward the United 
States. 

Tehran offidals denied any such dedsion 
was reached. 

A foreign ministry spokesman contacted 
by another Western journalist in Tehran said, 
however, the subject of a hostage transfer 
was taken up by the council and that Presi- 
dent Abolhassan Bani-Sadr would discuss 
the matter Monday ni^t with Ayatollah 
Khomeini, Iran's revolutionary leader who 
would have the final word. 

The report of the coundfs dedsion on the 


hostages came after a White House spokes- 
man admitted Carter sent messages last week 
to Bani-Sadr but denied a report from 
Tehran that tile White House admitted mak- 
ing mistakes in its polides toward Iran. 

Presidential Press Secretary Jody Powell 
was forced to make the admiuion after the 
Swiss government confirmed diat its ambas- 
sador in Tehran had delivered two messages 
from Carter to Bani-Sadr, last week and on 
Sunday. But Powell insisted that his denial of 
the Ir^an announcement the &st message 
was accurate because of the way he phras^ 
it. 

Radio Tehran announced Saturday that 
Chrter sent a message to Khomeini saying the 
Carter administration " inherited a very sensi- 
tive international situation which is die result 
of other polides and circumstances and made 
all of us commit mistakes in the past" 

Powell on Sunday repeated the denial he 
made the day before, that "no message such 
as the one reported from Tehran had been 
sent by the president or any oAer American 
offidal to any Iranian offidal." 

"That statement is in fact accurate,” Pow- 
ell added. 


F ormer Shakes 
liver cancerous f 
doctor reports 


CAIRO, March 31 (AP) — The cancer 
afflicting the former Shah of Iran has spread 
to his liver, one of the doctors who operated 
on him said Monday. 

Doctor Fouad Nur. head of die tumor sec- 
tion at Maadi Nfilitary Hospital, where the 
Shah's spleen was removed last Friday, said it 
loo was cancerous. 

Nur was explaining to reporters the mean- 
ing of an offleiai medical buliedn whidi said 
merely that medical tests had shown the two 
organs had "lymphatic swelling.” 

Nur said the Shah's team of doctors all 
believe the disease can be controlled by drugs 
and that the Shah can live an indeterminate 
amount of time. 

This was essentially the same overall report 
given to newsmen last Saturday when the 
doctors held a news conference to discuss the 
Shah's splecnectnray. At the time, however, 
the results of the tests were not known. 

Nur said that unlike the cancerous spleen, 
the liver was not removed in such cases, but 
treated with chemicals. The Shah has been

receiving treatment for cancer of a lymph 
node in his neck fm* the past six years. 

The ^leen is pan of the lymphatic system, 
and filters out red and white blood celk. But 
^because it was cancerous, Nur said, it was 
destroying the cells instead. 

Nur confirmed one essential pan of the 
bulletin which said the bone marrow was 
"functioning normally.” This meant that the. 
Shah's blood was being regenerated nor- 
mally. Nur said. 


He gave no inEormation on tiie contents of 
either of Canei’s messages. But tfaeAfew Park 
Times reported that one U.S. official in 
Washington said the messages were toughiy 
worded warnings of retaliatory measures 
planned the United States unless the hos- 
tages were freed. The Times also reported 
from Tehran that Bani-Sadr said Carter sent 
him "an ultimatum.” 

Radio Tehran said earlier that in addition 
to the adnussion of past oustakes, the presi- 
denf s first message said if the militants hold- 
ing die SO Americans hostage in the'U.S. 
embassy in Tdiian handed them over to the 
Ixaiuan government, the U.S. government 
would give favorable consideration to forma- 
tion of a joint Iraidan- American commission 
to investigate problems between the two gov- 
ernments. 

Iranian Foreign Minister Sadeq Gfaotb- 
zadeh reported the receipt of Cartei^s second 
message to Bani-Sadr on Sunday, saying this 
" indicates the continuation of sndi a dialogue 
in messages.'’ He did not disdose the con- 
tents but said if Carter acknowledged tise 
messages, it would help in " reducing tenaon 
and resolving differences between Iran and 
the United States.” 

Bani-Sadr in a statement suggested that 
the White House denial Saturday was issued 
because of tiie U.S. polftical situation. 

Danish sources in Copenhagen revealed 
that Washmgton's major Eurc^iean allies — 
the nine governments of the European 
Common Market ~ also sent letters over the 
weekend to Bani-Sadr urging the release of 
the hostages. 

Monday was tiie American captives’ 149th 
day of confinement in tiie U.S. embassy in 
Tehran and tiie Iranian Foreign Ministry. 
Khomeini at a televised meeting with the 
Papal Nundo in Tehran told the Vatican's 
ambassador foat if Pope John Paul II "wants 
to be reassured about the condition of the 
hosta^, be may send an ei^oy to come and 
see.” The Nunao bad told ibe ayatollah the 
Pope hoped the hostages were being treated 
Wi^. 

Kbomeini also made dear tiiat he siiil 
demands the return of the former Shah and 
his fortune to Iran in exchange for the hos- 
tages. 

“If the P<^e is asking for the release of the 
hostages without die handing over of the 
Shah, then he should dedare to the worid that 
the Shah was innocent, after «4iich we will 
release them,” Khomeini said. "But I don’t 
think the Pope would do such a thing because 
he is a man of religion who knows justice and 
humanity.”

March 3 1 ( AP) — Gold prices 
pushed higher in busy European trading 
Monday morning, dimbing back over the $

Silver prices held steady following a panicky 
sell-off last week. 

The U.S. dollar rose after an uncertain 
opening. "As long as the (interest) rates in 
the United States keep increasing, you won' t 
have a dieap dollar. It's impossible,” one 
European bsmker said. 

Gold, whidi lost $ 48 in London last week, 
was “fuced” 1^ the dt/s big five dealers 
Monday morning at$ 503.25 a troy ounce, up 
Tom$ 480.50 at the dose last Friday. 

In Zurich, the metal sold for S 502.50. up 


from Friday’s late S 436.50. 

The London afternoon fixing of $ 494.50 
per ounce was down from $ 503.25 at the 
morning fixing, and up from $ 490 at Friday 
afternoon's fixing. 

The lucrative Hong Kong market was 
dc«ed Monday for a public holiday. 

Silver was quoted in London at$ 13.25 a 
troy ounce, down from $ 13.50 Friday cap- 
ping a $ 9 loss last week. The metal had 
peaked at around $ 50 mid-Januapr. 

Dealers blamed the silver panic on two 
factors! 

On the recent purchase, on margin 
account, of a hoard of some 200 million 
ounces by the Hunt family of Texas and tbeir 


subsequent need to sell silver and some stock 
holding fast to raise as silver prices foil.

Cossiga moves 
to end Italy’s 
political crisis 


ROME, March 31 (A P) ^ Moving to 
end Ital/s 12-day-old government crisis, 
Premier-Designate Francesco Cossiga 
met Monday wi± representatives of the 
Christian Democrat, Sodalist and Repub- 
lican parties to draw iq> a program for 
tiieir proposed coaliticm cabineL 

It was the first of three scheduled joint 
meetings on a program for the govene 
meet, expected to be officially formed by 
the end of the week. 

The govenunent. Italy's 39tb since the 
end of Worid War n, would be the first 
center-left coalition in 25 years. A coali- 
tion of the three parties would enjoy a 
majority in the 630-seat Chamber of 
Duties, where the Christian Democrats 
have 262 seats, the Sodalists 62 and the 
Republicans 16. 

Political sources said the three parties 
were also dividmg up cabinet seats. The 
long-dominant Christian Democrats 
would reportedly get 12, the Sodalists 
nine and the Republicans three. 

Cossiga’s mlt^ minority govenunent 
of Christian Democrats and two m wU par- 
ties — tiie liberals and die Sodal Democ- 
rats — collapsed Mardi 1 9 when Sodalists 
withdrew tiieir indirect support in Parlia- 
ment 


Tito’s lung 
ailment fades; 
fever persists 


BELGRADE, March 31 (AP) — Presi- 
dent Josip Bros Tito's doctors said Mcmday 
that his pneumonia is abating, but a persis- 
tently temperature foi^ his overall 
common to remain very grave. 

The eight-doctor panel treating the 87- 
year-old Yugoslav leader issued one of their 
most detailed bulletins yet describing UtoTs 
heart as "relatively stable.” 

The bulletin said, however, that diere 
appeared to be no hope for restoring the pres- 
i^nf s diseased kidneys to nonnaL 

"'Ihe genmal. state of health of tiie Presi- 
dent of the Republic Josip Broz Tito is veiy 
grave,” tiie doctors said. "Pneumonia further 
recedes, but the temperature is eonsistendy 
high.” 

The afling leader has entered his SOtii day 
at the Ljubljana Center in Slovenia, 

where his leg was amputated to a circulatory 
blockage. 

The president has been suffering from 
pneumonia since at least Feb. 23. His treat- 
ment (fialyris for Iddney foilure had been 
revealed one day earlier. 

"There are no agns of lesiunption of the 
kidney function,” tiie doctors said in their 
fiv^sentence advisory. "The application of 
hemo*dialysis and other measures of inten- 
sive treatment are contmuing.” 

The doctors have mentiemed twice previ- 
ously in their mid-day bulletins during the 
past month that Titefs Iddney fonctions had 
not been restored, an apparent admisdem 
that he has become totally dependent upon 
the f^its blopd-deai^ing functiqas. 

The medical council has never detailed 
whatthetr^^mtensive measures” oftreatment 
were, although they once reported enlisting a 
new antibiotic to tetde Titos pneumonia. 

An experimental drug produced by the 
U.S. firm of Eli UUy and Co. was flown to 
Titos bedside . more than a week ago, but 
medical bulletins have never qse^cally 
mentioned the team using the drug, nor said 
what caused the abatement in Tito's 
pneumonia. 

Besides the artificial kidney. Western med- 
ical sources have ^leculated a respiiator 
and devices to aid tbe pumping of Tito's heart 
are more Aao likely being used. 

Western medical sourm have said tiiat the 
extensive measures being applied to aid the 
president could help keep him alive for 
weeks, but that he has-vimially no chance of 
surviving his comitinatiott of afflictions. 


Rhodesian 
bush troops 
disgruntled 


SALISBURY. March 31 (Guardian) — A 
program to stand down huge numbers of 
troops at the end of the seven year long 
Rhodesian bush war has run into problems 
ahidi could have grave consequences for the 
unity and security of Robert Mugabe's 
incoming nationalist gos'emmenL 

Recently tiie overall milrtaiy commander. 
Ll Gen. Peter Walls, received a mutinuous 
reception when he visited the elite and ill 
fam^ Selous Scouts unit at their barracks 25 
miles north dt Salisbury. The general had 
initially planned to tate Mugabe, to the 
scouts base at Inkomo Barracks in an attempt 
to forge some reapprodiement between the 
prime minister elect and the unit. Miigabe 
dedded not to go and Walls was left to face an 
angry reception from the 2.000 strong multi- 
radai unit. The scouts officers demanded to 
know Miy die unit was to be disbanded and 
their new commander, Ll Col. Pat Arm- 
strong was not sympathetic to the generaTs 
plea of a calm appraisal of a changed situa- 

tioiL 

During tiie rowdy exchanges diarges of 
treachery were levelled at Walls who has 
retained his title of commander combined 
(^rations under Mugabe. 

Following the meeting unconfirmed 
reports have circulated that the Tracker and 
Dirty Tricks Unit, which operated indepen- 
dendy of the army command during the war, 
might move itself to South Africa ^fore the 
April IndqiendeDce date, the South African 
milhaiy command is known to be impressed 
by the scouc^ knowledge of the Rhodesian 
bush and smi in counterinsurgency. 

S i miliar rumblings oi discontent have been 
heard withfo the Rhodesia Ugfat Infantry 
(RLI), a co mmand o unit which fbnned the 
backltone of helicopter borne fire force oper- 
ations during the war. Several of the more 
ag^essive and defiant officer in theRLI have 
quiedy been told to take leave diuing the 
inde^ndeoce period. However since tiie 
RLI is the longest serving r^lar unit in the 
army the problem of disc^liiie among its 
members is not regarded as serious when 
compared to the recently formed Selous 
Scouts. 

Reliable reports here indicate that prob- 
lems have also arisen in the repatriation of an 
estimated 8^)00 well-trained Zambian based 
guerrillas of Joshoa Nkomo's ZIPRA army. 
NkomoTs inteDjgence and militaiy chi^, 
Dunuso Dabengwa, flew to Tjisaira from 
SaEsbury recendy to sort out the return of 
snch forces. However it is understood that 
many of the Rusrian advisers attadied to 
ZIPRA in Zambia have been persuading the 
guerrillas not to return home unless they are 
accepted in tiie new Zimbabwean army in 
tiieir currendy configured units. 

Mugabe and his militaiy advisers under- 
standby object to any wholesale absorption 
of ZIPRA units and insist on integration with 
the enqihasis on members of their own army 
ZANLA. The level of training within the 
exiled ZIPRA forces is high due to military 
aMistanrp. from Rustia 8^ East Germany 
and has produced a number of Zimbabwean 
^g 1 9 pilots and tank crews trained to oper- 
ate T55 models. 

In l^t of the tensioD chat has arisen bet- 
ween f^omo’s party and tiiat of tbe incoming 
government it is not surprising that Mugabe is 
unentburiastic about the indusion of ZIPRA 
tank crews and fighter pilots in the remodeled 
army. 

The difficulty fadiig Dumiso Difoengwa is 
that of persuaiting tbe 8,000 force (estimates 
of the size v^ from 6,000 to 12,000) to 
return to a dvilian life in Zimbabwe when 
they have been trained for aothing' but a 
militvy future. The harrii fact of life in the 
new republic will be a job shortage allied to 
an economic crisis and it will be difficult to 
find employment and houring for the ex- 
guerrillas. 

Mugabe's .military commanders face 
roughly the same problem with tiie 20JX)0 
ZANLA who have now assembled m twelve 
Rhodesian and British controlled camps 
tiirougbout tbe country. Apart from creating 
a massive army would saddle 

a near bankrtqit nation udtfa a huge economic 
burden Ae only alternative is to train the 
insurgents for civilian iifei 

The trouble is that only a fraction of 
ZANLA wish to follow a dvilian career and 
the majority are determined not only to 
remain in unifnin but also to gain some mat- 
erial benefit from a war u4ndi they feel they 
have won. Thus Mugabe wili foce an iinmedi- 
ato crisis d expectation witiiin his army after 
independence v4iicb will accurate^ reflect 
the high, if nusplao^ hopes of his followers 
anumg the rural peasantry. 

Meanwhile, Mu^be has expressed his 
gratitude to foe British government for "foe 
immediate and generous” contribution of £7 
minion towards reconstruction and for foe 
pledge RPTpled^ of substantial aid over the . 
next two or three years. 

In a statement foe Incomh^ prime ministe r 
said “My government is folly coosdpus of foe . 
enormous economic problems we face in foe 
immediate and long term future. You may be 
assured we sh all apply ourselves diligently to 
the urgent need to stellite this country and 
to 'wock towards its developmdit and recon-' 
stniction.”
